He expressed Ms view 
that emphasis should be placed on the Fourth of July, rather 
than on the Armed Force. Day. and with this I am in complete 
agreement. Everyone understands JU r national day. Independence 
Day. but it is difficult to explain to European, the significance 
of Armed Force. Day. Further, too much .tres. on that occa.iqn 
tends to Introduce distortion into the picture of American 6 
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interests and character which we arc trying to present. 

I recommend, therefore, that Armed Force* Day be 

observed at all military installations a* a limited and local 
occasion and that we concentrate at all overseas stations on 
celebrating the Fourth of July. 
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
